Please amend claim 1 as follows: 

1. (Twice Amended) A paving block for use in the construction of a 
paved surface for bearing wheeled traffic, which paving block has an upper surfacc > a 
lower surface and lateral surfaces extending between the upper and lower surfaces and 
concocting iu use at least part of a lateral surface of at least one adjacent paving block, 
a substantial portion of at least two lateral surfaces of the paving block extending to 
ihc upper surface being tapered along the entirely of the edge becween the upper 
surface and the lateral surface, wherein at least one of the lateral surfaces has a 
vertically oriented shallow channel wider than it is deep extending from the upper 
surface to the lower surface and so positioned as to form, when the block is placed in 
abutting contact with another such block in use thereof, upwardly open gullies formed
